The raid waa dltastly tha result 
of so^lcioM hroand la tha aUnd of 
Horaae Party, a brathar of John 
Pardy, who aaUeed oa several occa- 
sioas Cae# drlTfag aa auto at dark 
through the farm. His actions seem- 
ed suspicious to Purdy* who con- 
ducted a night watch, and finally 
caught Case with his auto driving 
along the road through the Purdy 
farm. Holding him up at the point 
of a shot gun Mr. Purdy searched 
the wagon, and found in it five 
quarts of "moonshine," which had 
been secreted in a large suitcase. 
Purdy took hi.s captive and the 
wagon to the Purdy home, where he 
telephoned the particulars to Sheriff 
McClintock. The arrest followed. 
The party proceeded to the house oc- 
cupied by Case, and after a long 
search found a complete outfit, con- 
sisting of a copper still, copper 
"worm," and a large keg. with a 
capacity of tan gallons.

The Burley Tobacco Growers Co- 
operative Association has dgaed up 

to its co-operative marketing plan 
177,521,263 pounds of the 1920 to- 
bacco crop of the Burley district, 
which totaled 209,203.483 pounds, 
and therefore exceeded the minimum 
requirement of the contract. 75 per 
cent. 

The total pounds signed is 84.85 
per cent of the amount grown in 
1920. according to the rei>ort of a 
committee on verification named by 
Judge Robert W. Bingham at the 
end of an afternoon session of the 
organization committee and county 
chairmen held in the ballroom of 
the Phoenix Hotel, in Lezlagton, 
Wednesday, which auida Ita lapsst at 
a night ssMloa 

The orgaalaatloa reaMalttea adopt- 
as the permanent Assodatioa law 
of the corporatiM la North Caro- 
lina temporarily, until the Kentucky 
legislature can pass a law which will 
make the operations of such an as- 
sociation legal in Kentucky. 

The report of the committee show- 
ed that 42,000 growers have signed 
the contract to market their crops 
on the co-operative plan and action 
will be taken at once to notify all 
the growers that the pool is on and 
committees were appointed by Judge 
Bingham to arrange to carry out the 
plan. These committees will look 
after the matter of contracting for 
warehouses, attending to the various 
departments of the associatioa's baa- 
iness and other matters that will re- 
^]HUre Iminediate attaatlaa. 

The de clar atloa a( tta paal's sae- 
cess meaas that tha tebasse fiwWa 
this year will aat ba eoK^ dsar tha 
Ikmra 0^ the loose leaf warehouses,

COUNTY COURTS RIGHT TO PAR- 
DO M UPHE LD. 

Deciding that the Fayette County 
Court of Fayette county, has au- 
thority to release Charles- Sullivan, 
a 15-year-old boy from the House of 
Reform, the Appelate Court deter- 
mined the much debated question of 
the authority of juvenile court over 
delinquent children in this State. 

Sullivan was sent to the House of 
Reform at the request of his father, 
J. M. Sullivan, in October, 1920. 
Eight months thereafter the Fay- 
ette County Court, at the request of 
the father, entered an order setting 
aside the commitment to the House 
of Reform and ordered his release to 
his father. Superintendent H. B. 
Hickman refused to comply with the 
order of the rnnnfy court, contend 
ing that the Covernor or the State 
Board of Charities and Corrections 
could parole the lad. 

The court says that under sub- 
section 11 of section 331-e of the 
Kentucky Statutes the Juvenile 
Court has jurisdiction and Control 
of all delinquent children and "with 
public good and the good of each 
child" may order their Release from 
any institution to which the child 
has been committed by tne juvenile 
court.

In the Louisville Courier-Journal 
of Wednesday, Wb. E. Protsman, of 
Louisville, disputes the claim made 
by Paris correspondents regarding a 
Paris paper being the oldest paper 
In the United States. Mr. Protsman 
writes as follows: 

"To the Editor of the Courier- 
Journal : 

"I have noted with interest the 
Item coBoeming the Parte Ksatuck- 
ian-<atfa«i wktlaii baa gone the 
roands of all tta PMpra and in 
whieh the claim te auiAe thai It is 
tha oMait paper Im ttia HUM States 
from a ataadpaiat M coatfaaaaa p«b- 
lication. 

"I am inclined to think that the 
accuracy of this statement can be 
very seriously called in question. 
Certainly there are a number of pa- 
pers In the United States older than 
the Paris paper. As a matter of 
fact, the Western Sun, published in 
Vlncennes, Ind., has been published 
continuously since July 31, 1804. 

"In the spring of 1807 the plant 
from which it was Issued burned 
down, but the publisher, Ellhu 
Stout, went back to Kentucky, 
bought a new outfit and resumed the 
publication, which has been contin- 
ued since. The Sun for more than 
a century has been In the hands of 
three families. The founder, Elihu 
Stout, paMtahed it from 1804 to 
1846; Gaorga B. Greea, a Louisville 
printer, puMtehed it tar fourteen 
y«m fMMR iSM io 187«. MBd it has 
been In the Pnreell fiuatly since 
1876, a period of forty-flve yeara. 

"It is my opinion tliat if this in- 
vestigation was extended it would 
be found that there were a number 
of papers in the United States whose 
term of service would outrank that 
of that paper about wUeh the item 
was published.
